McGregor, former Lieuten¬ 
ant Governor of Manitoba, and well 
known stock raiser of the West, died 
in Winnipeg on March 15, aged 75 
years., From a small farm at Port¬ 
age La Prairie, he started the nuc¬ 
leus of one of the greatest Aberdeen 
Angus herds on the continent.

Early Start by Growing Under Cover evening supper.

Vegetables such as tomatoes, cel¬ 
ery, cauliflower, cabbage, lettuce,! 
early onions, etc. can get. a good 
start by use of a hot bed, and many 
annual bovvers such as asters, petun¬ 
ia, snapdragon, lobelia, etc., can be 
j started under cover early in April. 

A hot bed is made by placing a 
I covered frame over a pit filled with 
warm manure and filling the frapie 
with about si\ inches of soil. The 
frame is usually about six feet wide 
and as long as is required for plant¬ 
ings. The soil is taken out'of the 
pit to a depth of 18 inches and 3 feet 
wider than the frame to provide for 
the necessary banking. 

Storm windows make a -very good 
cover but sashes covered by unbleach 
ed cotton will serve, provided they 
are covered with canvas or mats in 
extremely cold weather. 

To haye the hot bed ready for 
planting in early April, the manure 
should be prepared two weeks ear¬ 
lier. Fresh horse manure with about 
one-third straw, is piled near the pit. 
it is spread out in six inch layers, 

’each layer being well tramped and 
soaked -with water. The pile should 
be the size of the pit and about three 
feet high. About ten days after the
